Opposed to Amendments. 


Senator Capper of Kansas said to- 
day that he found himself in close 
accord with Spencer’s views on the 
league. Like Spencer, Capper is op- 
posed to amending the peace treaty 
on the ground that such procedure 
would result in interminable delay. 
He expressed the view, however, that 
there is ample precedent, in the dip- 
lomatic negotiations of the last 100 
years, for accepting the treaty with 
reservations. This is the view now 
being assiduously put forward by the 
Republicans. They maintain that the 
making of reservations would involve 
no delay in the establishment of for- 
mal peace, such as would occur if 
amendments were made in the treaty 
itself. 

In the latter case, according to this 
view, negotiations would have to be 
reopened with all the signatory na- 
tions, whereas, adoption of the treaty 
with reservations appended would 
make the peace immediately effec- 
tive, and the reservations would be 
subject to future diplomatic adjust- 
ment.

It is easy to be “wise after tha 
event:” but I cannot help wonder- 
ing why none of us realized what 
the most modern rifle, the ma- 
chine gun, motor traction, the 
airplane and wireless telegraphy 
would bring about. It seems 50 
simple when judged by actual re- 
sults. The modern rifle and ma- 
chine gun add ten-fold to the 
relative power of the defense as 
against attack. This precludes 
the use of the old methods of at- 
tack, and has driven the attack 
to seek covered intrenchments 
after every forward rush, o? at 
most a few hundred yards. 

It has thus become a practical 
operation to place the heaviest 
artillery in position close behind 
the infantry fighting line, aot 
only owing to the mobility ef- 
forded by motor traction, but also 
because the old dread of losing 
the guns before they could be got 
away no longer exists. The 
crucial necessity for the effective 
employment of heavy artillery 's 
observation, and this, is provided 
by the balloons and the airplanes, 
which, by means of wireless 
telegraphy, can keep the batteries 
instantly informed of the accur- 
acy of their fire.

Official records 
are drawn upon freely but there is 
not a great wealth of incident to at- 
tract the general reader. However, 
one good story is told of how Gen. 
French was the Kaiser’s guest at 
German maneuvers in 1911, when 
the Kaiser exclaimed to him after 
a brilliant cavalry charge: 

‘It ig not only the cavalry; ‘he 
artillery, the infantry, all the 
arms of the service are equally 
efficient.
